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Remembering why we gather 


Memorial Day parade, ceremonies held

AGAWAM - Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen called upon Agawam resi- 
dents to observe Memorial Day 
every day, not just the holiday that 
was celebrated Monday morning 
with a parade through Main Street 
and a ceremony held on the Veter- 
ans Green in front of Benjamin J. 
Phelps Elementary School. 

He said we need to recognizing 
our veterans by doing everything 
we can to support them on a daily 
basis, thanking them for making 
the ultimate sacrifices, as we also 
honor those who have fallen. 

Cohen gave residents a small 
history lesson, talking about how 
Memorial Day was finally recog- 
nized officially in 1967. 

He said the holiday is about 
recognizing those who have given 
their lives for our freedom. 
“Memorial Day is about honor 
said Cohen. “It is not about 
beaches and picnics and shopping 
sales.” 

He talked about how many dis- 
agreed over war and whether the 
country should be engaging with 
other countries in battle, but men- 
tioned the results have been very 
rewarding.

“We have gained our indepen- 
dence from Great Britain,” he said. 
“We have put ends to slavery and 
preserved our Union. We have 
put ends to fascists and terrorist 
regimes that have threatened our 
freedom. But freedom is not free 
and many of our men and women 
have paid the ultimate sacrifice.” 

In true Agawam tradition, local 
veterans were called upon by Vet- 
erans Council Chairman Christo- 
pher Sanchez to read the names of 
the fallen soldiers that are listed on 
the bell tower at Veterans Green. 
Decorative wreaths were placed at 
the four stone memorials that form 
the Honor Roll. 

Names of fallen soldiers from 
the Civil War, World War I, World 
War II, the Korean War, and the 
Vietnam War were read. After 
each soldier’s name, a bell was 
tolled in remembrance of that fall- 
en soldier. 

“Just remember, each name we 
read, they had a home and a fam- 
ily,” said Sanchez. 

Veterans Agent Richard Gerard 
spoke briefly about how Memorial 
Day has become more of a week- 
end, recognizing the holiday it 
has become, full of recreation and 
family barbeques. He stressed the 
importance of taking more time to

AGAWAM — Maryann Pale- 
ologopoulos set out to work with 
adults with behavioral issues when 
she was a graduate student work- 
ing toward becoming a licensed 
independent clinical social worker, 
but when she was assigned an in- 
ternship at a preschool, her career 
objective came into focus. 

“On the first day of my pre- 
school internship, I was a nervous 
wreck, saying, ‘Oh my goodness, 
everyone’s so little,” recalled Pa- 
leologopoulos. “But I instantly fell 
in love with the kids and realized 
that this is what I was meant to 
do.” 

The Agawam resident and 
mother of two — Jimmy, 21, a 
journalism student at Fitchburg 
State University and Caroline, 18, 
a senior at Agawam High School 
who plans to attend University of 
Hartford in the fall — has been a

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‘Travels with Time Share’ 


Author visits Agawam Public Library

wenty-five years of memorable vacations with family and 

friends in America and abroad have led to the compel- 
ling stories in Lynne Bodry Shuman’s book, Travels with Time 
Share: Extraordinary Adventures by Ordinary People. 


Bodry Shuman stopped by the Aga- 
wam Public Library Monday, May 20, 
to chat about the book that she never ex- 
pected to write. 

“T was never planning on putting to- 
gether a book,” she said. “I just took 
photographs to remember the trips. I 
used only a little digital camera.” 

Published by AuthorHouse in 2012, 
each chapter details one of the adventur- 
ous trips that Bodry Shuman has taken 
with the help of owning time share. 

“Tt was the time share that let me see 
the world. I would have to say that with- 
out it I would not have had the courage to 
set up a trip for myself to go to Europe. I 
just didn’t feel I knew enough about it,” 
said the author. 

Six chapters complete the book. Trips 
recounted are from Cape Cod, Germany, 
Durango, Colo.; and Taos, N. M., span- 
ning the years from 1998 to 2011. 

Bodry Shuman shared that the book is 
a love story full of passion, action, de- 
light and disappointment. There’s much 
happiness, a bit of heartache with some 
angst and intrigue thrown in for good 
measure. 

“Tt is the unfolding of a life of un- 
foreseen adventures that started out to 
be simple, routine vacations, but turned 
into the stuff of which great memories 
are made,” she said. 

Bodry Shuman recalled memorable 


moments from her trips, like playing hide and seek with 
humpback whales, getting locked out of Germany on an alp, 
being questioned by a border guard, or watching an ancient 


Egyptian necklace come to life.

We'd get the kids in their jammies and put them in the car and 
we’d drive all night while they slept, that kind of thing, but we 
never left the country,” she said. 

Bodry Shuman bought her time share after a divorce. She 


worried that it seemed like an extrava- 
gant purchase but knew it would guar- 
antee one important thing for her and 
her two children: They would always 
have a vacation to look forward to away 
from the stress of daily life. 

“Tt sounds like I’m selling time share 
but I’m not. I just love it because I can 
pick up the phone and someone at the 
other end can help me after I tell them 
when and where I want to go,” she said. 
“For a lot of it, it’s like okay I’ve never 
been there, let’s go there. We’re only 
now just starting to go back to some of 
the places we first went to. There’s still 
a whole world out there that we haven’t 
seen but we’ ll get there.” 

Bodry Shuman, recently retired from 
a career in non-profit administration, 
has taken her new vocation as travel 
writer. She also records a podcast 
called about her “footloose and fancy 
free journeys” with The Untethered 
Tourist. 

“That one of the question that I get 
a lot is “Where is your favorite place 

to go?’ IT always say it’s my next trip,” 
said the author. “My friends and I are 
planning to check out whole northwest 
of Vancouver because we haven’t been 
up around the Canadian Rockies. We all 
used to ride horses so maybe we’re hop- 
ing to go to a ranch!”

AGAWAM — Five years ago, Rosie 
Robotics co-founder, John Burns, then 
head of Tech Ed in Agawam School Dis- 
trict and faculty advisor for Rosie Robot- 
ics, passed due to cancer.

Teachers received $500 for their personal use, an engraved 
plaque, a letter of commendation from Gov. Deval Patrick, 
a three-month YMCA membership, a grant for a graduate 
course at Bay Path College, Westfield State University, and 
Western New England University as well as an invitation to 
take an online WSU course. 

Sawyer, along with his four veteran colleagues, Nicholas 
Bernier, William Hueglin, Kristen Kutz, and Carol Orsatti, 
were honored May 9 at the Log Cabin in Holyoke. They 
were selected from 23 teachers nominated for the award. 

Agawam Superintendent William Sapelli said the selec- 
tion process was very difficult.

Changing lives by teaching music

Navigating through behavioral issues

social or emotional issues since she was a social worker for 
Springfield School Department in the early 2000s. 

Paleologopoulos left the school system in 2008 to open 
a private practice because she felt she couldn’t exercise her 
clinical skills there. 

“T would see so many children who needed so many dif- 
ferent types of services that I just felt too limited,” she said. 
“T knew I could make more of a difference on the outside 
than on the inside.” 

Today, she works with kids with attention deficit hyperac- 
tivity disorder (ADHD), autism spectrum disorders, anxiety, 
depression and situational issues — such as divorce, trauma, 
grief and loss — that can exacerbate or bring on emotional 
disorders. 

“T work a lot with kids within the school systems who 
have issues,” she said. 

When she takes on new clients, the first thing she does is 
determine what issue they are facing; whether they have a 
learning disability, an organic or neurological disability such 
as ADHD, or an emotional disability like anxiety or depres- 
sion. In gaining a diagnostic clarification, Paleolgopoulos 
collects information from parents and caregivers as well 
as teachers and school guidance counselors. Observing the

child at play is also an important part of determining what 
emotional issue, if any, a child may be struggling with. 

She also works closely with school officials — especially 
those in Agawam, Southwick and Westfield — to determine 
the results of clinical testing. 

What is often difficult, she said, is helping parents come 
to understand the disorder their child has and become an ad- 
vocate for them. 

She pointed to one well-known event last year as an ex- 
ample of the misinformation that the public receives about 
Asperger’s syndrome and other social emotional issues. 

Following the devastating school shooting in Newtown, 
Conn., that resulted in the death of 20 students and six adults 
last December, many news outlets reported that gunman 
Adam Lanza, 20, had Aspergers, a high-functioning form of 
autism, which resulted in a misconception about the disorder 
that social workers like Paleologopoulos and other clinical 
professionals are still trying to combat today. 

“They were using it as an explanation for his behavior 
and that couldn’t be farther from the truth,” she said, add- 
ing that she was “mortified” at the misinformation the public 
received in the aftermath of that tragedy. 

“Tt made the burden of explaining what Asperger’s is to 
parents that much harder because they were so afraid that 
their child could have the potential to do something like 
that,” said Paleologopoulos. 

As of May 18, though, that challenge has changed some- 
what, as Asperger’s has been officially eliminated as a diag- 
nosis from DSM-V, the most recent Diagnostic and Statisti- 
cal Manual of Psychiatric Disorders, which mental health 
providers use as a_ reference to assist in diagnosing their 
clients. 

“The DSM is a blessing and a curse because it guides us in 
diagnosing but it also limits us,” she said. “It tends to attach 
labels to people. It’s a necessary evil in our field.” 

The DSM-V, which replaced the DSM-IV, eliminated

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Volunteers needed for 
water quality monitoring 


The Pioneer Valley Planning Commission is still seeking 
volunteers to participate in a water quality monitoring project 
on the Connecticut River in Massachusetts for three monitor- 
ing sites: Pioneer Valley Yacht Club, Longmeadow; Pynchon 
Point, Agawam; and Brunelles Marina, South Hadley. 

The Connecticut River will be monitored on a weekly ba- 
sis between the last week of May to the first week of October. 
Volunteers are needed to collect a water sample at one site 
each Thursday morning between 8 and 9 a.m. Samples must 
be brought to the PVPC office in Springfield. Required vol- 
unteer trainings will be held. 

The monitoring project, now in its sixth year, results in 
water quality data that provides a more complete picture of 
the river’s health and understanding about sources of con- 
tamination. Water quality information is posted shortly after 
sampling at www.connecticutriver.us and is useful not only 
for recreational users who have direct contact with the wa- 
ters, but for local, state, and federal officials in addressing 
combined sewer overflow discharges and stormwater flows.

Asperger’s and Pervasive Developmental Disorders and has 
changed some of the criteria now when diagnosing these 
cases. People with Asperger’s now fall under one diagnosis 
called Autism Spectrum Disorder (ASD), she said. 

“There are pros and cons to it, more cons than pros,” said 
Paleologopoulos. “Children who met the clinical criteria 
for Aspergers may not meet clinical criteria for ASD. The 
problem is, now, the major threat to delivery of services in 
schools and insurance coverage to providers. If you were re- 
ceiving a specific type of therapy designed for Asperger’s 
and now you don’t meet the clinical criteria for ASD then 
that therapy wouldn’t be covered.” 

Paleologopoulos described it by saying, “Your child isn’t 
changing but what you’re calling your child is changing.” 

Her primary concern with the change is that many chil- 
dren who require specific therapy for Asperger’s might not 
get the delivery of service that they need — either in school or 
out of school — because of insurance coverage. 

“If you were receiving a specific type of therapy designed 
for Asperger’s and now you don’t meet the clinical criteria 
for ASD, then that therapy wouldn’t be covered,” Paleolog- 
opoulos explained. 

She urged parents to become educated on their child’s 
needs in order to ensure that he or she is getting the proper 
treatment for social emotional issues. 

“Tm very, very strong on kids getting what they need, 
especially in school because that’s where they spend seven 
hours — or longer — of their day,” she said. 

“T want parents to understand that it’s not an easy road but 
it is worth the time and the energy put into it so their child 
can be successful and feel good about themselves,” said Pa- 
leologopoulos, adding, “And that no matter what the issue 
is — whether ADHD, anxiety, Asperger’s, depression — that 
there’s hope out there. You just need to know where to go.”

AGAWAM — The Hampden County Radio Associa- 
tion (HCRA) will host its “Field Day” at School Street 
Park in Agawam next month. 

The event will start at 2 p.m. on Saturday, June 22 and 
will end at 2 p.m. on Sunday, June 23. 

Field Day is an annual amateur radio exercise, widely 
sponsored by International Amateur Radio Union (IARU) 
regions and member organizations, encouraging emergen- 
cy communications preparedness among amateur radio 
operators. In the United States, it is typically the largest 
single emergency preparedness exercise with over 30,000 
operators participating each year. 

Since the first ARRL Field Day in 1933, radio ama- 
teurs throughout North America have practiced the rapid 
deployment of radio communications equipment in envi- 
ronments ranging from operations under tents in remote 


areas to operations inside Emergency Operations Cen- 
ters (EOCs). Operations using emergency and alternative 
power sources are highly encouraged, since electricity and 
other public infrastructures are often among the first to fail 
during a natural disaster or severe weather. 

Operations typically last a continuous 24 hours, requir- 
ing scheduled relief operators to keep stations on the air. 
Additional contest points are awarded for experimenting 
with unusual modes, making contacts via satellite, and in- 
volving youth in the activity. 

This year, three towers will be erected with five opera- 
tion stations on the towers.

The YWCA hits 
the streets 


The YWCA of Western Mass. will host its first LOK Road 
Race Nov. 16. The question is “Y Run?” and the answer is 
simple, “For Women and Girls.” 

In 2012, the YWCA responded to over 8,000 crisis hotline 
calls and provided counseling and support to over 1,800 vic- 
tims and survivors of domestic violence and sexual assault. 

Nationally, women still only earn 77 cents for every dol- 
lar earned by a male counterpart. This gap hasn’t improved 
since 2004. 

The U.S. has never had a woman president or vice presi- 
dent. Think this is the norm? Consider that 35 countries have 
had a woman as head of state, many countries more than 
once. 

The timed, certified race kicks off from the YWCA and 
races through the East Forest Park neighborhood Nov. 16.

community in social events with residents. 

“T’m pleasantly surprised at how well this 
went,” she said. “There are a lot of ups and 
downs at a first-time event, but everything 
went smoothly — even the weather cooper- 
ated.” While cars were the main attraction, 
there was music from the ‘50s, ‘60s, and 
‘70s, as well as — for only a couple of bucks 
— hot dogs and hamburgers. 

‘A big treat for residents’ 

“This is a very pleasant event,” said Gary 
Francis between spinning platters of music 
and helping park arriving cars. “It’s a big 
treat for the residents — they can socialize 
while reminiscing about old cars, listening 
to nice music, and enjoying a picnic.” 

Francis, an announcer and car show orga- 
nizer since the 1990s, helped to put the event 
together. He said a big factor in its success 
was the weather. “If there had been even the 
hint of rain, the garage doors would have 
stayed shut and the car enthusiasts wouldn’t 
have ventured out.”
